Do not accept any substitute for 
the yarif recommended for this 
garment. When you buy your 
yarn, it is best to buy the full 
amount at one time to avoid 
variations in dyelots. 

Two No. 11 and two No. 9 
BEEHIVE or MILWARD DISC 
needles, measured by BEEHIVE 
gauge. 3 buttons. 

How to check your tension 
Before you knit this design 
check your tension carefully. 

Take a pair of No. 9 needles, cast 
on 14 stitches and work in 
stocking stitch — 1 row knit; 1 
row purl — for 18 rows. Cast olT; 
press lightly on wrong side. 

The tension should be 14 sts. and 
18 rows over 2 in. (5 cm) and the 
finished square should measure 
2 in. (5 cm) each way. 

If the square is bigger your work 
is too loose; try a size finer 
needle. If it is smaller your work 
is too tight; try a size larger 
needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension 
in stocking stitch, you will knit 
naturally to the correct tension 
for any stitch in this booklet. 

If you alter the needles to obtain 
the correct tension in stocking 
stitch, corresponding alterations 



must be made to the needles 
throughout.

(WHITE COAT) 

1st row — * K.l, y.fwd., K.3, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2 tog., K.3, 
y.fwd., rep. from * to last st., 
K.l. 

2nd and 4th rows — K.l, P. to 
last St., K.l. 

3rd row — * K.2, y.fwd., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2 tog., K.2, 
y.fwd., K.l, rep. from ♦ to last 
St., K.l. 

5th row — * K.3, y.fwd., K.l, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2 tog., K.l, 
y.fwd., K.2, rep. from * to last 
St., K.l. 

6th row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
These 6 rows form pattern. 
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LACE PATTERN 2 
(YELLOW COAT) 

1st row — * K.l, y.fwd., K.3, 
K.2 tog., sl.l, K.l, p.s.s.o., K.3, 
y.fwd., rep. from * to last st., 
K.l. 

2nd row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
These 2 rows form pattern. 



LACE PATTERN 3 
(PINK COAT) 

1st row — * K.l. v.fwd.. K.3 
K.2 tog., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.3, 
y.fwd., rep. from * to last st., 
K.l. 




2nd and alt. rows — K.l, P. to 
last st., K.l. 

3rd row — * K.2, y.fwd., K.2, 
K.2 tog., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2, 
y.fwd., K.l, rep. from * to last 
st., K.l. 

5th row — * K.3, y.fwd., K.l, 
K.2 tog., K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l, 
y.fwd., K.2, rep. from * to last 
st., K.l. 

7th row — As 3rd row. 

9th row — As 1st row. 

10th row — K.l, P. to last st., 
K.l. 

These 10 rows form pattern. 




LACE PATTERN 4 
(BLUE COAT) 

1st row— * (K.l, y.fwd.) twice, 
K.l, (K.3 tog.) twice, (K.l, 
y.fwd.) twice, rep. from * to last 
st., K.l. 

2nd, 4th and 6th rows K.l, P. 
to last st., K.l. 

3rd and 5th rows — As 1st row. 
7th row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
8th row — K. 

These 8 rows form pattern. 



BACK AND FRONTS 

(Worked in one piece to division 
for armholes) 

With No. 1 1 needles, cast on 
196 sts. 

K. 8 rows. 

Change to No. 9 needles and 
work in lace patt. 1, 2, 3 or 4 
with garter stitch borders as 
follows: — 

1st row — K.4, patt. to last 4 
sts., K.4. 

Continue until work measures 
in. (14 cm) from start, ending 
with right side facing. 

Keeping patt. correct through- 
out, divide for Back and Fronts 
as follows: — 

Next row — Work 54, turn. 

Next row — Cast on 1, patt. to 
end (55 sts.). 

Work on first group of 55 sts. 
for Right Front as follows: — 

Knitting st. at inside edge on 
every row throughout, continue 
until work measures 2 in. (5 cm) 
from division for Back and 
Fronts, ending with right side 
facing. 

Slip these sts. on to a length of 
yarn. 

Rejoin yarn to 2nd group of 
88 sts. for Back and work as 
follows: — 

Next 2 rows— Cast on 1, patt. 
to end (90 sts.). 

Knitting st. at each end of every 
row throughout, continue until 
work measures 2 in. (5 cm) from 
division for Back and Fronts, 
ending with right side facing. 
Slip these sts. on to a length of 
yarn. 

Rejoin yarn to last group of 54 
sts. for Left Front and work as 
follows: — 

Next row — Cast on 1, patt. to 
end. 

Knitting st. at inside edge on 
every row throughout, continue 
until work measures 2 in. (5 cm) 
from division for Back and 
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Fronts, ending with right side 
facing. 

Slip these sts. on to a length of 
yarn. 

SLEEVES 

With No. 1 1 needles, cast on 34 
sts. K. 7 rows. 

Next row — Inc. in first st., (inc. 
in next st.) 32 times, K.l (67 sts.). 

Change to No. 9 needles and patt. 
until work measures 5 in. (13 cm) 
from start (mark this point). 

Continue in patt. until work 
measures 7 in. (18 cm) from 
start, ending with right side 
facing. 

Slip these sts. on to a length of 
yarn. 



YOKE 

Slip sts. from lengths of yarn on 
to No. 1 1 (left-hand) needle, 
right side facing in the following 
order: — 

First Left Front, then First 
Sleeve, Back, Second Sleeve and 
finally Right Front (334 sts.). 

Next row — (K.2 tog.) twice, 

(K.2 tog., K.l, K.2 tog.) 65 times 
(K.2 tog.) twice, K.l (200 sts.). 

K. 3 rows. 

Next row — K.8, (K.2 tog., K.16) 
10 times, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

K. 3 rows. 

Next row— K.8, (K.2 tog., K. 15) 
10 times, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

K. 3 rows. 



Next row — K.8, (K.2 tog., K.14) 
10 times, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

Continue dec. in this manner on 
every 4th row from previous dec. 
until 90 sts. remain. 



Cast off knitways. 




TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, 
block fabric by pinning out 
round edges, and press using a 
warm iron and damp cloth. 

Using a fine back-stitch seam, 
join sleeve seams to marked 
points and stitch remainder of 
sleeve to side of coat. Work 3 
buttonloops on Right Front of 
Yoke. Press seams. Sew on 
buttons.
